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There are 15,000 Cofmunist troops engaged in an anti-guerrilla camaign 
in Kueining (110-05, 232); 8,000 are in the cast and south districts 

of Yu River, and the remainder in’the north district. Flements of this 
foree also entered Yaoshan (109= , 23— ) and cantured 8,000 men. 


As a nart of the gucrrilla-suppression program, heavy Communist forces 
have been placed on all highway, railway, and river traffic centers in 
Kwanesi. In order to limit their losses, cucrrillas in the Liuchou area 
have broken into small. units. 


Communist troops in the Nanning region control only the areca extending 
four miles west of Chalahsu ( .4 ae Yi )» ten miles cast to Santang 
(= 8 ), and cight miles to Liangehing (K J ) and Tingtzuhsu 
CP 3 Hy) Guerrillas are in control of suburbs~beyond these limits. 


Communist guards are vosted on all bridges and highways from Nanning to 
Liuchou, Lungchou (106.56, 22-22), and Paise (106-3), 23-55). 


The Lichien (2 FM ) airfield, eight miles from Wuming (108-15, 23-12), 
is under guerrilla control. 
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
